TYSBURG JOINS THE MAJORITY 


Took Poison by Mistake—Stricken 


While Chopping Wood—Aged 


aud Young Called Away. 


Peter Thorn, who spent mure 


than fifty years of the eighty years of 
his life in this place passed awuy at 
his home on West Middle street on 
Tuesday eveniug Jan. 8th aged 80 
vears 5 mouths and 15 days. He had 
been ill 
for several 
weeks with 


asthma, though a sufferer from that 
disease for several vears. Peter Thorn 
was kuown to everyone, young and 
old, and for every one he had a genial 
warm hearted greeting, which attract- 
ed aud made it a pleasure always to 
meet and talk with him. lie was ever 
held in high esteem. He was born ou 
the banks of the Rhine and came to 
this country when a young man. In 
1854 he located in Gettysburg and soon 
make himself known for his many 
good qualities. 8ept. 1st 1855 was the 
date fixed for his, marriage to Mise 
Elizabeth Masser and on that day all 
the church bells of the towns were 
rung and when the bride inquired of 
the groom the cause of the ringing, she 
was informed that the Evergreen 
Cemetery had been dedicated that day. 
Neither of the two dreamed that the 
coincidence of that day was to be mar- 
ked by further association for more 
than 20 years. When a Superinten- 
dent was chosen for the new cemetery 
the choice fell upon Peter Thorn and 
he made a most efficient officer. He 
resigned in 1874. Peter Thorn was a 
veteran of the Civil War, enlisting in 
Co. B. 138th Regt. in 1862 for three 
years and was promoted to a corporal 
and served until honorably discharged 
in 1865. He participated in battles of 
Brandy Station, Locust Grove, Wil- 
derness, Spottsylvanla, Cold Harbor, 


• Petersburg, Monocacy, 
Winchester, 


Fisher's Hill. Cedar Creek, Capture of 
Petersburg and Appomatox. 
His 


wife with her parents resided at the 
Cemetery gate house during the battle 
here. The funeral was held on Friday 
afternoon, Rev. Dr. J. A. Ciutz con- 
ducting the services and a burial squad 
of the Sons of Veterans under Capt.

Noel picked up latter bottle in mis- 
take and took a swallow from the bot- 
tle. The effect of the poisons was im- 
mediate. His wife got «ome milk but 
it proved futile as an emetic. Dr. A. 
•C. Bice of McSherrystown was sum- 
moned and when he reached farm 
about an hour later the man was be- 
yond medical help, dying ten minutes 
after the doctor arrived. The deceas- 
ed is a son of Mrs. Charlotte Noel of 
McSherrystown and was 51 yean old.

burg aud (Gettysburg Electric Railroad 
on the Chambersburg turnpike near 
Grafted burg aud then over the pike to 
the corner of Chambersburg aud 
Washington streets in Borough of Get- 
tysburg. 


The capital stock of the company is 


$200,^)00 divided into 4000 shares of $50 
each1, and has been subscribed for. 
Tbe president of the company is M. C. 
Kennedy of Chambersburg with H. 
A. fiiddle, C. M. Davidson, Thos. B. 
Kennedy, Thos. J. Brereter and J. H. 
ToDge, all of Chambersburg, as direc- 
tors. The president subscribes for 3975 
shares.of stock aud the other parties 5 
shares each. 


It is a well known fact that the 


Cumberland Valley railroad is back of 
this undertaking, the turnpike com- 
pany shares having been bought by 
this company. The Cumberland Val- 
ley is one of "the great solvent paying 
railroad companies of the state, and 
when they back a project it means 
business. 


The route of the trolley as now con- 


templated stays very close to or on the 
turnpike for the entire distance. 
The 


bill above Casbtown is managed by an 
easy grade by following the ravines 
and the only large cut that it is expect- 
ed to make is at Newman'".

The appropria- 
tion of $175 asked for by the Board of 
Health for 1907 was voted. 


Two vacancies in the Board of H. 8. 


Trostle and Geo. E. Spaugler were 
filled by the appointment by President 
Gilbert of Dr. J. P. Dalbey and H. B. 
Bender and upon motion these ap- 
pointments were unanimously ap- 
proved. 


Council next decided to scrape mud 


off the streets of the town. 


A motion prevailed that a crossing 


be put down on Steinwehr avenue 
from Battlefield Hotel, the expense to 
be borne by Mrs. Brauureuter and the 
crossing to be put down under orders 
of Highway Committee. It was also 
decided to put another crossing on 
York street at property of Tbaddeus 
Welty, making it a double crossing in- 
stead of a single one as at present. 


Letters were read in answer to in-

The membership and officer* of the 


board remained, after reorganization 
for the year the same an previously, 
President, Harry Trestle; Qeo. E. 
Stock, Geo. K. Spaugler, Geo. F. 
Young ; Secretary, Henry Stewart; 
Health officer, Harry E. Weaver. 


The term of Harry Trestle having 


expired Dec. 31, '06, we respectfully 
ask for the appointment of his succes- 
sor as much to our regret we have 
failed to persuade him to remain a 
member of the board. 


Georpe Spangler, who was reap- 


pointed iu 1905 has never qualified as 


EI member since his reappointment, 
has attended but one meeting (imme- 
diately after his reappointment) and 
failed to auswer a request of tbe board 
for an expression of his intentions, we 
therefore ask for the appointment of a 
member to fill his unexpired term, to 
Dec. 31, '09.

Diphtheria has appeared several 


times, but we have been fortunate ia 
being able each time to stamp it out 
before it became an epidemic. 


NUISANCES. 


Fourteen complaints were lodged 


with tbe board during tbe year, some 
of which proved on investigation to be 
unfounded, all others were promptly 
corrected upon notice except two. 


Harry Lack-tier persisted in running 


bis kitchen drainage on the public 
street after tbe construction of the 
sewer and notice to discontinue the 
practice, and we were compelled to lay 
information before Justice Hill who 
imposed a fine of $3.00 which wan duly 
turned over to the Borough Treasurer. 


In the case against Mrs. Blocher and 


Jas. Kepner, for discharging the drain 
from water closets upon the public 
highway, In view of tbe circumstances 
of tbe case, upon legal advice, we 
adopted as the most expeditious 
method of removing the annoyance to 
the persons past whose houses the 
drainage flowed, the method of closing 
the outlet. 


A number of persons have desired to 


lay complaints, which were uot re- 
ceived because they insisted upon be- 
ing allowed to make them anony- 
mously, which tbe board for some 
years has refused, we believe properly, 
to receive. 


Several anonymous complaints were 


received through tbe mail, which were 
of course ignored.

At that time n<» 
disinfecting apparatus was owued or 
operated by the Board—disinfection 
was doue ('.') by individuals, without 
even the feupervisiou of the Health 
Jtticer iu most cases—in short, tlie 
work of the Health Officer at that 
time consisted iu tackiug up placards 
aud iuspectiug an occasional nuisauce. 


Since that time the requiriueiits of 


the Health Officer by the Board have 
beeu greatly increased—he personally 
disintects all cases of contagious dis- 
ease (except measles aud chiekenpoxi 
requiring several hours of his time for 
each case. 


The very low rate of prevalance of 


the dangerous contagious diseases, 
argely contributed to by this prompt 
stamping them out when they appear, 
as shown by tbe successive reports ot 
the Board, justifies beyoud cavil this 
policy of the Board.

York has the lever and talks 
about speiidiua: a million dollars on 
streets, the Codorus. parks, sanitation. 
Better, more beautilul and healthier 
surroundings is the cry of the times.

the teams ol the country people 
Every bui»iiiet»t< man knows the coun- 
try people aie the backbone of support 
to every town, yet how little in done 
to give them convenience*! when they 
come to town. One suggestion lias 
again aud again occurred to us, Iu 
the rear of live or six of the church 
lot* of the town there are vacant plots 
of ground. Little if any use is made 
of these vacant spots now. The most 
of them are centrally located. They 
might all be thrown open to the public 
for the hitching of teams aud civic im- 
provement would well be directed to- 
ward making shelter at these places 
and where situated on alleys, the al- 
leys should be paved. These places 
could be kept scrupulously clean so as 
not to olt'eud in any way. These we 
conceive to be some of the civic needs 
Things don't come without thinking 
over them aud it is surely worth while 
to help to do the thinking so that they 
eventually come to pass. 


SOME CIVIC NEEDS. 


Of course we make uo claim for per- 


fection for Gettysburg as a town, that 
•can't be done as long as we maintain 
•our exquisitely muddy streets. How 
lo get better streets is a question that 
should be studied by a civic organiza- 
tion outside of the borough govern- 
ment, or with the borough government 
when some feasible plan has been ar- 
rived at. L'util the plan has been de- 
cided upon the borough had better 
stop throwing money upon the streets 
in the shape of things that eventually 
make mud. The superintendent of 
ctreels with one helper with horse and 
wagon daily on streets, gathering car- 
bage. and loose stones, filling up holes 
that form and cleaning up rubbish, 
etc.. and keeping crossings clean all 
the time is about the extent of what 
ehould be spent on streets until per- 
manent improvement is begun. Then 
the town is short in public comfort 
stations. Our railroads have not be- 
gun to do frr the town what they owe 
Ihe town. They bring all the passeng- 
ers here they can haul and are evi- 
dently under the impression that when 
lhat is done their whole duty is done 
toward passengers ami the town. Sev- 
eral times last year many stranger* 
suffered fr<mi me weather because 
there was no adequate shelter. Both 
railways should maintain depots, or 
public comfort ^tatjous where hun- 
dreds could I* sheltered. It would be

TOWN COUNCILMEN. 


In making nominations for Town 


Couucilinen next Saturday the Demo- 
cratic party, indeed it would be well 
for both parties to name business men 
with a fad for system. Without any 
intended reflection upon the present 
Council this town needs several men 
in that body who would take the pains 
and time to reduce the work of that 
body to a business system. If there 
is increased borough taxation the want 
of system may be to a certain extent 
responsible for the same. There is no 
tab kept on expenses so as to keep the 
same within the tax duplicate. 
It 


ought to be easy to inaugurate some 
system that would be a check on ex- 
penses aud thereby avoid a deficit. 
At the beginuiUK of each financial 
year it ought to be au easy matter to 
ascertain revenue from all sources. 
Then the expenses could be ascertained 
from preceding years so as to tabulate 
and apportion the revenue to the var- 
ious needs. This could be done and 
each branch or committee held down 
to itsjapportionuient. With no trouble 
whatever of ascertaining the fixed 
charges, as officers' pay, water rent, 
light bills, it could be determined how 
much the Highway Committee could 
expend and how much ought to be left 
for emergencies. Each branch or com- 
mittee ought to report during the year 
how their expenses compare with the 
apportionment for that arm of public 
service aud when the appropriation is 
exhausted further expenditure ought 
to be held in check unless absolutely 
necessary. To go ahead without such 
a system is to hunt for a deiicit at end 
of the year. We hope to see Council- 
meu elected this year who will under- 
take to put the town business on such 
* systematic plan.

Harmless Little Animal. 


The shrew, or shrew mouse, as it Is 


commonly called, is found In nearly all 
parts of tbe world. It is distinguished 
by nn elongated, pointed muzzle, small 
eyes, plantigrade, six toed feet and 
glands that secrete a musky fluid. Al • 
together it closely resembles a mouse, 
bat it is really not related to the mouse 
family.

nocturnal in its habits, but perfectly 
harmless, yet at one time it was much 
disliked and persecuted because it was 
thought to be a dangerous, mischievous 
animal.

The French 
and the English believed tbat If a 
shrew ran over au animal's foot the 
animal felt great pain and eventually 
became paralyzed: hence if a horse, a 
cow or a goat became a little stiff in its 
limbs the foolish people at once declar- 
ed it "shrew struck." and the poor 
shrews bnd to suffer in consequence. 


Of course the "shrew struck" animal

'D;I we: an independent : late, and | 
the chief magistrate—the portreeve, or) 
the bailiff was an absolute- ruler. The 
I;: 
1, t i...'.v.ir \vas elected in llS'.l. aud he 


v/as so popular that he retained the 
office for I\venty-foiir years. The first! 
lord mayor's pageant was in the reign 
of Henry YI1L. and in it be figured as 
c'.ilof btitlcr to Anne Boleyn. 


Throu'-'li the long intervening years 


the lord mayor has retained many nt 
his prerogatives as :i ruler. Most peo- 
ple have no idea how extensive his 
privilege.; are. 


He has his own chaplain (in olden 


days 
like the monarch, he had his 


jester, too), and badges of royalty are 
attached to his office—the scepter, the 
swords of justice and mercy and the 
mace. He has right of precedence in 
the city before all the royal family. 
Soldiers in any number cannot march 
through the city without his consent. 


He has the right of private audience 


with ihe king. 
He has the privilege 


of direct entrance without question at 
royal levees. He can at any time dis- 
solve the city courts, even that ot the 
common 
council, by removing the 


sword and mace from the table. 
He 


is lord of the river Thames, of the cou- 
gervancy. and ho controls the city 
purse. 


The majesty of his state Is pretty 


considerable too. The city gives him a 
•urn of £10.000 to expend. His palace, 
the Mansion House, is furnished with 
plate and ornaments worth £100,000. 
He has a splendid retinue of servants, 
including a sword bearer, uiace bearer 
and seven trumpeters, whose liveries 
cost some £1,000 annually. He gives 
n yearly banquet, which costs thou- 
sands of pounds, and employs an army 
of 130 waiters, cooks and carvers. 


Best of all, he has tlie power to raise 


vast sums of money for charitable pur- 
poses. In the last quarter of a century 
tlie lord mayors of London have raised 
nearly £0.000.000 for the relief of vari- 
ous people in distress. 


Another feature which makes the 


lord mayoralty attractive is Its glamour 
of romance. More often than not the 
king of the city is a self made man. 
Dick \\Tiittington started out as an 
apprentice, as many other lord mayors 
have done. The mayor of Iflll came to 
London in rags in a carrier's cart. The 
wealthy mayor of 1418 had been a 
foundling. As recently as 1800 we had 
a lord mayor of London who began life 
asi **(wicklayer's laborer. 


AYhen men of this character are ex- 


alted to tbe seats of the mighty they 
are apt to do freakish things at times. 


The laborer mayor instanced above 


had a son who fell from a high ladder 
ami was killed, and the mayor on being 
brought to the spot broke through the 
crowd, exclaiming. "See that the poor 
fellow's watch is safe!" 


Another self made lord mayor gave 


Charles II. a taste of his quality. 
Charles dined with him in the city, and 
the wine passed so freely that the 
guests grew noisy and the mayor fa 
niiliar. Charles therefore stole away 
to his coach in Guildhall yard, but the 
bilmlons mayor pursued his majesty 
and. 
catching him by the hand, cried 


out. with a monstrous oath. "Sir. you 
shall stay and tak' t'other bottle!" And 
tlie merry monarch actually turned 
back and saw the fun to a finish. 


The temerity of this mayor seems all 


the more remarkable in view of the 
Stuart king's tyrannous dealings with 
tbe city. He imprisoned twenty of the 
principal citizens because they refused 
him a loan on bad security. He fined 
the mayor and aldermen £0.000 on the 
pretext of a trifling city riot and £50, 
000 for pretended mismanagement of 
estates; 


The mayors themselves, however. 


could fine readily enough on occasion 
For example, his worship of the ycai 
l-l?ft had one of his sheriffs fined £50 
(about £1,000 of our money) for kneel 
Ing too close to him while at prayers it 
St. Paul's. 


Yet another lord mayor (1832) mad«- 


an amusing blunder of speech at a din

THE MEXICAN INDIAN. 


HP IK Simple Minded, I'atlriit and 


Imminently l*«-uc«-rul. 


To .«»• who has liv«>«l IUIIR enough in 


Mt'Xlc-n to lipcoine nc<iu:iinte<l with tlie 
working ^hisses and acquire some iu- 
si^lit into their nature and som<> degree 
of confidence in and 
from them it 


seems unfair when writing or talking 
of them to Americans to refer to them 
as Indians, as they are so commonly 
called here. To the average citizen of 
the United States the word Indian at 
once brings to mind the picture of the 
sullen and revengeful red man of the 
north. 


The simple minded, patient, docile 


Indian of Mexico is not in this class at 
all. 
He is eminently peaceful. Bounti- 


ful nature aud perpetual summer com- 
bine to palliate his improvidence. He 
cannot see the necessity of laying up 
anything for a rainy day. It rains half 
the days in Mexico anyhow, but that 
only makes tlie mangoes grow larger 
and cheaper. If he has no tortillas to- 
day some of his neighbors have, and 
they will gladly share, for conditions 
may be reversed tomorrow. 


These Mexican Indians make the 


best and the poorest servants in the 
world. Their greatest charm from this 
standpoint is their perfect appreciation 
of their position. Always polite, never 
presuming, with hat ill hand, it Is al- 
ways "your servant" and "with your 
permission." 
In the household they 


ask a half holiday once a fortnight, 
with never a word of complaint when 
working hours last from daylight to 
midnight. 


So different are these people from 


the northern Indian that it seems an 
injustice, jis has been said, to call them 
by that name to those who know only 
the Indian of the cold country.
